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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 90, 91 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ando (US 5,109,279) in view of Gospel et al (US 6,753,928). 

Claim 90: 

Ando discloses all the claimed invention: 

An apparatus transmitting a video signal (TV PICTURE of Fig. 3) and graphics 
data (TELETEXT PICTURE of Fig. 3) to a target device, comprising: 

a controller (Fig. 1 item 30) generating a display control signal prescribing a 
manner to apportion said video signal (Fig. 1 item 18, Fig. 3) display in relation to said 
graphics data (Fig. 1 item 16, Fig. 3) in a combined display such that the video signal 
display and the graphics data are not overlapping and transmitting said display control 
signal to said target device (Fig. 1 items 36, 38, 40), said combined display to be formed 
by combining (Fig. 1 item 36) said video signal and said graphics data at said target 
device (Fig. 1 items 36, 38, 40) based on said display control signal (Fig. 1 item 30); 

the only difference between the claimed invention and Ando's disclosure is that 
Ando does not explicitly teach non-overlapping of the video signal and the graphics 
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data. However, non-overlapping as claimed is a very well known technique in the art (as 
evidence see Gospel at Figs. 5-8) that would prevent the graphics display data from 
covering, and thus, from obscuring a portion of the video display signal; an artisan 
would be motivated to implement this well technique in Ando's disclosure, because this 
technique is readily available to the designer and this implementation would prevent the 
graphics display data from covering, and thus, from obscuring a portion of the video 
display signal. Therefore, the claimed invention would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made. 

Claim 91 is rejected for the same reasons as claim 90, because Gospel teaches the 
claimed limitation "wherein each of said video signal and said graphic data in said 
combined display is displayed proportional to a non-combined display of said video 
signal and said graphic data, respectively", see Gospel at Figs. 5-8. 



Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to new claims 90 and 91 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground of rejection necessitated by the new 
claims. 

4. Claims 2-18, 20-32, and 34-89 are allowed.
